Men of knowledge understand 
full well that the country was never 
more prosperous, and that a panic 
in the midst of such unexampled 
industrial and commercial activity as 
this nation has recently enjoyed, and 
still enjoys, is a grotesque absurd- 
ity. 

“The reasoning of those persons 
who are now participating in runs 
upon perfectly solvent banking in- 
stitutions is on a par with that of 
those citizens who think, because 
they merely pay rent, they need not 
have the same concern about the 
conduct of government as those who 
own property. 

“The informed man knows that 
those who pay rent are as much tax- 
payers as those who own the houses 
in which they live. Their concern 
with government is equally as great 
as that of the property owners. 

“Likewise, the man who draws 
money from a perfectly solvent 
bank, in such a time as this, instead 
of protecting himself, may be pro- 
moting his own undoing. 

“Credit is the life of business, If 
banks fall, business will totter. If 
business is wrecked, employment will 
cease, And what will it profit a man 
if he gets his small hoard from a 
bank at the price of his business or 
his job? 

“Think of this before you join a 
line of the panic-stricken.”

BANGING THE GATES 


The House immigration committee at 
Washington recommends the stoppage of 
immigration into the United States for 
the period of two years, with the excep- 
tion that a certain number of relatives of 


people already residing in the country 
would be allowed to enter. This does not 
necessarily mean that the ban will be 


pronounced, but it probably will be, since 
it is widely approved by members of both 
chambers. 

No widespread disappointment is like- 
ly to result in Canada should the expected 
happen. Being forbidden to enter the 
United States at present to hunt for a job 
is a restriction lightly to be borne by any- 
body who reads the official reports on un- 
employment issued at Washington, or rep- 
resentative newspapers published any- 
where in the republic. According to these 
sources of information, vacant jobs in 
“the States” are about as plentiful as ba- 
nanas in Greenland. 

CO-ORDINATION NEEDED 

The multitude of appeals which are 
made at this season show the desirability 
of linking up all the organizations carry- 
ing on relief or charitable work in the 
city, by the establishment of a community 
chest or the creation of some centralized 
machinery of management or direction. 
Under the present “hit and miss” system 
of collecting and distributing, it inevitably 
occurs that some residents are “hit” for 
contributions to several funds while others 
are “missed” by all, that some families 
are helped by more than one agency and 
some are overlooked altogether. 

It is perhaps too late to arrange any 
co-ordination of the work of the various 
organizations for this season, as most of 
them have no doubt mapped out their 
operations for the winter. But it can be 
hoped that before another winter arrives 
some scheme for co-operative action will 
be adopted. This has been found to be 
practicable in other centres, and as the 
city grows and relief organizations multi- 
ply there is correspondingly greater need 
for placing such efforts here on as effi- 
cient a basis as possible. 


MORE MONEY THAN LAST YEAR 


According to a statement issued by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, the 
total value of Canada’s fiela crops for the 
present year is about $629,000,000; 
against $948,000,000 last year, and $1,- 
125,000,000 for 1928. These figures both 
illustrate and explain the slowing down of 
general trade that has occurred during 
the last two years. The country as a 
whole is doing business on the basis of a 
half-crop, as compared with 1928. 

The value of this year’s wheat crop is 
placed at $173,000,000; that of last year’s 
crop at $319,000,000, But as last year’s 
crop was not sold, this does not mean that 
any such amount of wheat money was ac- 
tually brought into the Dominion during 
the last crop marketing season, As this 
year’s crop is being sold, along with the 
hang-over from last year, there is more 


‘wheat money in circulation in Canada 


now, and more being put into circulation, 
than a year ago. 

A little more than one-third of the 
current crop year has passed. At the pre- 
sent rate of export there will undoubtedly 
be a very much larger sum brought into 
Canada in payment for wheat before the 
year ends next July than was brought in 
last year.

province, No centre in western Canada is 
quite so much concerned in the develop- 
ment of that type of farming as Kdmon- 
ton, and there never was a time when it 
was more important that every possible

encouragement be given to that type of 
farming in the country upon which Ed- 


monton depends for'the trade whereby it 


lives. 

No ene who knows the history of west- 
ern Cenada can under-rate the part that 
wheat-growing has played in the settle- 
ment and development of the prairie 
country. No one who knows the west 
can doubt that wheat-growing will be the 
predominant type of farming throughout 
the greater portion of the three prairie 
provinces for years to come. But no one 
who has given attention to the present 
situation and the prospect in regard to 
the world’s wheat supply can shut his eyes 
to the fact that the future of wheat-farm- 
ing is shrouded in uncertainty. 

There is ng better wheat-growing land 
in western Canada than that in central 
and northern Alberta. But.the farmers in 
this part of the west have the added ad- 
vantage that wheat-growing is not the 
only kind of ning | they can hope to fol- 
low with success, It so happens that this 
particular section of the west is as well 
adapted to stock-raising as to wheat- 
growing; and very much Setter adapted to 
stock-raising so far as concerns the early 
settler and the early stages in the develop- 
ment of a new settlement. 

Wheat-growing having for the time 
become a profitless business, the shift is 
inevitably ‘‘back to mixed farming”, Ina 
large part of western Canada that roy A 
cannot be done. But in this part of Al- 
berta it can be done, has been done in 
years gone by, and will have to be done 
in future if this two-thirds of the province 
is to avoid having to depend upon being 
able to compete with Russia and the Ar- 
gentine in a world wheat market that is 
already over-supplied. 

The more quickly the change can be 
made in central and northern Alberta 
from wheat-growing to mixed farming 
the sooner will farm conditions become 
stabilized and the whole business organ- 
ism get back upon a solid basis. The four 
breeders’ associations represent men who 
are vitally interested in bringing about 
that change. They deserve all the sup- 
port and backing that can be given them 
in helping to effect a readjustment that is 
as really important to the city as it is to 
the farming community.

Recent reports of rigorous enforcement of 
stringent regulations upon immigration into Canada 
afford a striking contrast with the notorious laxity 
with which the immigration laws of New Zealand, 
especially in their application to aliens, have been 
administered. .

Roach Green 
New Color Is 
Seen in City 


Green cockroaches, like pink ele- 
phants and crimson snakes, are 
most frequent products of delirium 
tremens, but an actual specimen of 
this type of insect was brought to 
The Bulletin Thursday. The bug 
was identified by University of Al- 
berta professors who were of the 
opinion that it had been brought 
here in a shipment of bananas from 
the West Indies, its native habitat. 
The cockroach looked somewhat 
hungry after its long journey and, 
after dispatching the office boy for 
a couple of bananas, the green 
cockroach was turn over to the 
entomology ‘editor, The insect 1s 
about an inch in length and resem- 
bles the ordinary cockroach in 
shape. Its color is what the so-

TORONTO, Dec, 16-—-Cattalo, a hybrid animal 
cross-breeding of buffalo and domestic cattle, promises to become a rele 
able source of meat in northern Canada where domestic cattle, because 
of severe climatic conditions, have found it hard to exist. 

Possessing some of the characteristics of both cow aud buffalo, the 
new type of animal has the meat qualities of beef cattle, and, like ite 
buffalo forebears, is hardy enough to find its own food even in the cold- 
est weather + 

The latter quality ts highly @etirable in catule for the far north By 
hunting their own food, the eattalo save settlers the labor of feeding 
them hay all winter, They can be left out lo graze without fear of their 
becoming lost in the heavy snows 

The cattalo js the work of years of experimenting by the Canadian 
government, Owing to increased population in northern parts of the 
country, cattle for meat became necessary, And, because ordinary beef 
animals couldn't withstand rigors of a northern winter, cross-breeding 
was started with buffaio and cows, 


DIFFICULT TO BREED, 
At first, the direct breeding between buffalo sire wud domestic cow 


involved a number of difficulties, ‘The buffaloes showed @ dislike for 
mixing with cows, and ofttimes, when breeding was geueen, the calves 
were born dead, or snales born were found to be pte 

This difficulty necessitated bringing into the pietufe an animal 
closely akin to both buffalo and domestic cattle, This is the yak, from 
the steppes of Siberia and Tibet, The yak acts as the internfediate stage 
in the progress of developing caltalo 

The hide of the cattle ls somewhat similar to that Of the buffalo 
It ts heavily halved and durabie, making @ warm cover. It ls believed 
that the hide of Unis new animal will be used W take the place of buffalo 
robes which have almost beoome extinct during “ years.
